Soe went to Rich¬
mond od Wednesday, and announced
.he intention of speaking before tbe
convention. Tbe otfjcers of tbat bod»
declared they would not pt-rini! It, ano
Rev, W. F. Orabam, puetor of the
ciurch in which they were meeting,
¦aid she could not come in-ide the edi
tice. Despite this, how« ver, h he enter¬
ed the cburcn yesterday ui »ruing and
took a seat In the gallery. Her presence
was soou discovered, aud many auct¬
ions wero bestowed upon her. The
otlicers of the convention conferred, and
-.ni a committee to inform her that she
'ould Dotsp-ak. She said nothing, bui
kept ber seat.
Ju-t as the last speaker sat down sbe

ose, aud Baid iu a loud voice: ''Ladite
tnd gentlemen, I am the negro's friend
md heve oeeu denied a place in your
.trogramme. I want you negroes to
come in the s reel and hear what I bave
o say. I am on Virginia soil and io-
"ii.I to spe k to your people as yout
riend. It they want to lynch me they
jan do so. I am against lynching and
uteiid to spend my life 'or your people.
This thini.- of negroes being shot an
mobbed without due process of law
must be slopped. Yonr leading men
lave denied me the right to speak to
you."
The convention was in an uproar for

awhile, and Dr, Morris, the president,
oalled for order. He said that "there
were many wbo were not in sympathy
with the meeting and we are rot bere
lor that thing," he suggested. "We
are not going to give our time to agita-
ors."
A brother's eöort to drown the young

woman's voice by raising th ? njmo
"Throw Oui the Lile Line" was unsuc¬
cessful. A prayer was oflered; and be¬
töre it was concluded half of the con¬

gregation quietly slipped out of tbe
building and joined Mes Je wet t iu the
-treet where she took a s and in a car¬

nage by the shle of two negroes who
held an umbrella over her, and pro¬
ceeded to speak.

In the street Miss Jewett t-poke for
about ten minutes igawst lyioiinp.
Concluding, she said: "The ûNg «»ftbe.
¡ation is made for you to respect, and
? he dag should respect and honor you.
It is tbe duty of »he American flag to
protect every citizju regardless ofrece
or color."

After the address Miss Jewett shook
Hands With several huudnd ¦ffTOS·
and then drove back to the Jetlerson.
She seemed deeply wounded that tbe
convention would not bear her. She says
it indorsed her last year. President Mor¬
ris wa» willing to present her to tbe
convention along with other visitors,
but she would not have been expected
to speak.

Prior to Miss Jewett's attack the fol¬
lowing statement wa¿ given out yester¬
day
"Miss Lillian Clayton Jewett, the

anti-lynching agitator of Boston will
not address the Baptist national con·

vention, which is now in session in tbe
Fifth Street Baptist Cnurcb, of which I
am the pastor. We cannot afford to
indulge any one in remarks tbat would
tond to mar the pleasant relations tbat
now exist between tbe white and color¬
ed people of this citv and State.
